Ydur letter (ref-AY01A/4585 ) dated July 28 just reached me before 
I left for my regular vacation, which came regrettably to an end a few days 
ago, I have not therefore yet been able to submit the technical note which 
you sent me, to the Commission Interminist Arielle , which will resume its 
activities this month; its members except Captain MOLLER, are still scattered 
all over Europe in search of an elusive sun. After my return from London, 

I spoke to Col, AKNAUD who was interested by your suggestion to have some of 
the machines Typex 22 be given to the Military, He seemed anxious to go to 
London as I did, to contact your service. I will keep you informed of his 
intentions as soon as I am able to get In touch with him. 

The difficulty which I anticipate as far as I am concerned, would 
be to obtain the necessary competent "personnel" to which the Typex 22 
could be entrusted after the required training, in order to have the 
machines put In as many posts >as possible.
